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Hadrat al-Haj Maulana Hafiz Hakeem Noor-ud-Deen 
(1841-1914), may Allah be pleased with him, was the first 
Khalifah of the Promised Messiah—Hadrat Mirza Ghulam 
Ahmad*. He was elected to this blessed office unanimously 
by the Community on 27 May 1908, shortly after the demise 
of the Promised Messiah*. 

Hadrat Maulana Hakeem Noor-ud-Deen™ was born in 
Bhera, India, and was the 34th direct male descendant of 
Hadrat Umar ibn al-Khattab", the second Khalifah of the 
Holy Prophet Muhammad™. He started studying the Holy 
Quran at an early age and travelled far and wide in pursuit of 
knowledge, including Makkah and Madinah. He mastered 
Arabic and Hebrew, Islamic jurisprudence and philosophy, 
commentaries on the Holy Quran, and Persian poetry. In 
addition to his international renown as an Islamic scholar, 
he was an accomplished physician serving as the Royal 
Physician of the Maharaja of Jammu and Kashmir. 

Like so many renowned scholars of the time, he immedi- 
ately recognised and accepted the Promised Messiah*, who 
wrote the following about him: 


Ever since I have been commissioned by Allah the 
Exalted and have been revived by the Ever-Living, 
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the Self-Subsisting One, I have been eager to meet dis- 
tinguished helpers of the Faith, with an eagerness greater 
than that of a thirsty one seeking water. I supplicated day 
and night: ‘Lord, I am alone and helpless—who will be 
my helper and my assistant?’ When my hands rose repeat- 
edly in supplication, and the atmosphere became charged 
with my prayer, Allah the Exalted hearkened my entreaty 
and the mercy of the Lord of the worlds was roused on my 
behalf and He bestowed upon me a sincere and faithful 
friend who is the very eye of my helpers and is the essence 
of those who are my faithful friends in the cause of the 
Faith. His name—like his shining qualities—is Noor- 
ud-Deen [Light of the Faith]. (4 ima-e-Kamalat-e-Islam, 
Ruhani Khaza’in, vol. 5, p. 581-582) 


His profound insights of the Holy Quran have been compiled into 
a collection entitled Haqa iq-ul-Furqan. His countless services in 
the cause of Islam Ahmadiyyat include overseeing the compilation 
of the English translation of the Holy Quran, establishing the 
Community’s first foreign mission in the United Kingdom, and 
authoring numerous publications. 

A significant aspect of his life was his endless dedication to 
educating the youth. This was accomplished throughout his life, 
often at his own expense. The fruit of these efforts culminated 
in some of the most towering scholarly figures in the history of 
Ahmadiyyat, including: Hadrat Mirza Bashir-ud-Din Mahmud 
Ahmad, Khalifatul-Masih II"; Hadrat Mirza Bashir Ahmad"; 
Hadrat Mirza Sharif Ahmad"; Hadrat Mir Muhammad 
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Ishaqg™; Hadrat Hafiz Roshan Alit*; and Hadrat Sufi Ghulam 
Muhammad". 

The Promised Messiah** cherished his outstanding character 
and commitment, an expression of which is seen in the following 
Persian couplet: 


a! wed Aten Slat ao» ho dei Need Fz 
How excellent would it be if everyone of the Community were 
a Noor-ud-Deen— 
So would it be if every heart were filled with the light of the 
certainty of faith! 


Hadrat Khalifatul-Masih I'* passed away in 1914 and was 
succeeded by Hadrat Mirza Bashir-ud-Din Mahmud Ahmad, 
Khalifatul-Masih II™. 
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A Primer of Religious Knowledge is a translation of one of 
the earliest books written primarily for children and new 
converts in the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community. Hadrat 
Hakimul-Ummah (Sage of the Ummah) Maulana Hafiz 
al-Haj Noor-ud-Deen Khalifatul-Masth I** wrote this book 
in Urdu, and it was first published in May 1906, during the 
blessed era of the Promised Messiah, peace be upon him. 

One of the significant features of the life of Hadrat 
Hakeem Maulawi Noor-ud-Deen Khalifatul-Masih I'* was 
his dedication to education—particularly religious educa- 
tion—of the next generation. Throughout his life, he was 
committed to teaching and education, often at his own 
expense, imparting his invaluable insights. He continued 
this tradition even after becoming Khalifatul-Masih. 

The book lays out the method of calling the Adhan, and 
the timings, etiquette, and manners of the five daily Prayers. 
The author also briefly mentions the articles of faith and 
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religion. The book concludes with some shorter chapters of the 
Holy Quran that can be memorised easily for recitation in Salat. 

The book was translated by Faizan Mughni and reviewed 
by Waseem Ahmad Sayed. They were further assisted by Abdul- 
Quddus Arif, Sabahat Ahmad Cheema, Syed Sajid Ahmad, 
Bushra Shahid, Nasira Naseem, Naser-ud-Din Shams, Mirza 
Abdul-Wahab, and others. Valuable contributions were also made 
by Wakalat-e-Tasnif, Nizarat-e-Isha‘at, and the Research Cell. 
May Allah the Almighty bless and reward all those who took part 
in the preparation and publication of this book. Amin.

Time of ‘Asr 


Late afternoon Salat is from after the expiry of the time for the 
Zuhr Salat till really the time when the sun starts to become yel- 
low. Offering the “Asr Salat when the sun has started to turn yel- 
low is deplored by the Shariah so much that it has not refrained 
even from referring to such a lazy person as a hypocrite. And if 
necessary the time to offer this Prayer lasts till the setting of the 
sun. It comprises of four rakat of Fard and after this no Salat is 
permissible till Maghrib [evening Salat]. But if you offer four 
rak ‘at of Sunnah before the four rak at of Fard of ‘Asr then this is a 
very noble deed and a way of earning Paradise. 
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Time of Maghrib 


Evening Salat is after the setting of the sun. In this Saat there are 
three rak‘at of Fard and two rakat of Sunnah. The last time of 
Maghrib is till the end of shafaqg—evening twilight. 

Shafaq also refers to the redness that appears from the west 
after the setting of the sun,’ and it is also understood from the 
lexicons of the Arabic language that shajfaq refers to the whiteness 
that can be seen from the west long after sunset. 


Time of ‘Isha’ 


Night Salat starts from the end of evening twilight. Muhaddithin 
[Hadith scholars] believe that the time for “Isha Prayer lasts till 
midnight and according to some Fuqaha [scholars of in Islamic 
jurisprudence] it is till dawn. It comprises of four rakat of Fard 
and after this there are either two rak at of Sunnah or four Sunnah 
that can be offered as a set of two rak Gt of Sunnah twice. And after 


these Witr’ are performed that most probably are three rak at;

For Salat, the body, the clothes, and the place to offer the 
Salat should be clean. The body should be covered: For men, 
from the navel to the knees, and no part of a woman’s body 
should be without clothes, except for the face, hands, and feet. 

The Holy Prophet, peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him, always used to offer the Fard rakt of the Salat in con- 
gregation. This is why every Muslim should try to follow his 
example and offer Sa/at in congregation. For congregational 
Salat, Adhan is called out first and then, when the people have 
gathered to offer the Salat, the muadhdhin [the one who calls 
out the Adhan] or someone else with his permission, should 
stand behind the Imam in the first row, and while facing the 
Qiblah and without placing his hands on the ears, should 
say the Igamat’. He should say the words of the Adhan, but 
a bit quicker and after saying WWI Le 2s [bayya alal-falab] 
‘Come to success; he should say twice 3s! ealé 38 [Qad gam- 
atis-Salah|—‘Salat is starting, and then continue to say the 
remaining words of the Adhan. 


1. Igamat also Iqamah: A shortened version of the Adhan, which is 
recited loudly to indicate that a congregational Prayer is about to 
start—also referred to as Takbir. [Publisher] 
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While the Zakbir [another name for [gamat] is being said, 
the imam [one leading the Sa/at] should be standing at his [pre- 
scribed] place and the followers [those offering the Sa/at behind 
him] should straighten their lines and stand solidly close together. 
No one should be out of line, ahead or behind. Then the imam and 
the followers, while facing towards the Qiblah, should raise both 
hands and say, 351 asi [Allahu Akbar] —‘Allah is the Greatest? But 
the imam should say + { 44/ first and the followers should say it 
after him, and then fold their hands. For folding of the hands, it 
is established from the abadith that hands may be folded on the 
chest and also the hands may be folded below the navel by putting 
the right hand upon the left (some Muslims also offer Salat with 
the hands left unfolded).’ Then everyone should recite Thana qui- 
etly. Then Taawwudh and Tasmiyah should be recited and after 
it, the whole of Sarah al-Fatihbah should be recited. Then amin 
should be said. After this the imam should recite some short or 
long Sirah after Sirah al-Fatihah. In the whole Salat of Zubr and 
‘Agr, and in the third rakat of Maghrib, and in the last two rak at 
of Isha, everything should be recited quietly. And in the two 
Fard rak‘at of the [morning] Fajr Prayer and in the evening and 
Tsha’s first two rak Gt, the imam should recite with a loud voice. 
The imam should also recite in a loud voice in Friday Prayer and 
Eid Prayers, and while the imam is reciting loudly the followers 
should listen to him silently. However the followers should recite

Issues Regarding Shara’it of Salat 


[Prerequisites of Prayers] 


Salat should not be abandoned if a wound bleeds contin- 
uously or the nose bleeds at all times or urine cannot be 
controlled. Under such circumstances one should perform 
the Wuda once and offer Salat. 


It is compulsory for a man to cover his body from below 
the navel and to the knees. The knees are also included in it. 
For a woman the compulsory area of covering is the whole 
body except for the two hands, two feet, and the face. And 
if one fourth of the area required to be covered becomes 
exposed then the Salat would be rendered void. 


If the clothes are not clean and there are no means available 
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for washing them, then offer Sa/at even with the unclean 
clothes. Do not abandon it [the Sa/az]. 


4. If Salat is to be offered at a place where the Qiblah cannot 


be determined, or there is darkness of night, or another 
person cannot be found who could be asked regarding the 
Qiblah, then, on such an occasion, ponder from the heart 
as to the direction in which the Qiblah may be, and in 
whichever direction the heart testifies, offer Sa/at facing in 


that direction. 


Issues Regarding Arkan of Salat 


[Components of Prayers] 


[1.] If the person offering Sadat is not able to stand for some 
reason, then he may offer the Sadat while sitting. 


[2.] In Qirat | recitation of a portion from the Holy Quran] at 
least one long or three short verses should be recited. 


3. It is compulsory to sit in Qadah for at least the time to be 
able to recite at-tabiyyat. 
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Wajibat' of Salat 


[Essentials of Prayers]

Talking while offering Salat.

Makruhat during Salat

The Royal 
Asiatic Society’s rules of transliteration for names of persons, 
places, and other terms, are not followed throughout the book 
as many of the names contain non-Arabic characters and carry a 
local transliteration and pronunciation style. 

It should be noted that wherever the author had not given the 
translation of a verse of the Holy Quran, we have generally taken 
the translation from Hadrat Khalifatul-Masih IV" or Hadrat 
Maulawi Sher Ali™, but have changed “Thow’ and “Thee’ to “You; 
and “Thy’ and “Thine’ to ‘Your(s)’, etc. 
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GLOSSARY 


Adhan: The Islamic call to Prayer. 


‘Asr: The third of the five daily 
Prayer services, offered any time 
between the time when the sun 
starts declining and sunset. 


Du‘d-ul-Qunat: Arabic name of 
the special prayer recited in the 
last Rakat of Witr Prayer. 


Durid Sharif: Also Salat alan- 
Nabiyy. Invocation of blessings 
upon the Holy Prophet of Islam, 
Muhammad". 


Eid Prayers: Offered on the occa- 
sion of Eid al-Fitr which occurs 
upon the end of Ramadan and 
Eid-ul-Adha two months and 
ten days later. The time for Eid 
Prayers is before noon. Like Fri- 
day Prayer, Eid Prayer is always 
offered in congregation. No 
Adhin ox Iqgamah is called for 
Eid Prayers. 


Fajr: The first of the five daily 
Prayer services, offered any time 
during the period starting from 
dawn and ending a few minutes 
before sunrise. 


Fara’id: Plural form of Fard. 


Fard (plural Farad): Compulsory 
or obligatory, used when de- 
scribing categories of Prayers or 
constituent parts of Prayer. 


Hajj: Pilgrimage to the Ka‘bah in 
Makkah, Arabia; also known as 
the fifth pillar of Islam. 


Imam: The person who leads a 
congregational Prayer service. 


‘Isha’: The fifth and last of the five 
daily Prayer services, offered any 
time between nightfall and mid- 
night, or before going to bed. 
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Maghrib: The fourth of the five daily 
Prayer services, which can be of- 
fered any time in the period start- 
ing from immediately after sunset 
and ending when there is still some 


light left on the horizon. 


Mu’adhdhin: The person who says 
the Adhan, or Call to Prayer.

Qa‘dah: Sitting position adopted to- 
wards the end of the second Rakat 
in Prayer. 


Qiyam: The standing position in

words of glorification and praise of 


God. 
Rak‘at: Plural of Rak‘at. 


Ruka‘: The Bowing down position in 
Prayer. 


Sajdah: The position of Prostration 
in prayer. 


Salat-ul-Jumu‘ah: Or Friday Prayer 
is offered in congregation in place 
of Zuhr Prayer. It contains a Khut- 
bah (Sermon) and the four regular 
Fard rak‘at are reduced to two. The 
recitation of the Quranic verses is 
aloud. There are two Adhans, the 
first is just like that for Zubr and 
the second one is just before the 
Imam stands to deliver the sermon. 


Salat: Prayer in the prescribed form; 
also known as the second pillar of 
Islam. 


Sunnah or Sunnat: One of the types 
or categories of Prayer; less com- 
pulsory than a Fard (obligatory) 
Prayer, but more so than a Nafl (su- 
pererogatory) one. 


Sarah: Arabic word for ‘chapter’ and 
used for designating the chapters of 
the Holy Quran. 


Ta‘awwudh: Set words for seeking 
the protection of God against Sa- 
tan, recited at the beginning of 
Prayer. 


Takbir: A set formula, recited loudly 
in order to indicate that a congre- 
gational Prayer is about to start. 
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Takbir Tahrimah: The Arabic ex- Tashahhud: A set prayer recited si- 
pression Allahu Akbar (God is the lently at the beginning of the 
Greatest), proclaimed loudly by Qadah, or second Sitting position, 
the Imam while he raises his two in Prayer. 
hands to his earlobes at the very be- 
ginning of a congregational Prayer 
service. 
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
